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no man that's wir will come there, unleſs he deſire to have a cure 
wrought upon lus body by (wearing 3 for tis no other then a Stewes 
or Kot-Houſe; the fire being continually burning: in which reguard 
it might ſerve for a Chymiſts Shop, or a Glaſs-Hou e; but She 1ather 
deals in B aſs and Copper, as Ile tell Her to Her Face. 

Mr. Airy, be ſure that fide of your houſe next Her be made 
of Free - ſtone (and She loves Free · ſto for if it be made 
of combuſtible matter, I am ſure it ſtands i ch danger. She's no 
convenient neighbour to border ſo near upon the Front of a Colledg, 
for it muſt needs be offenſive and prejudicial qall Students, to have 
the Sun perperually ſhining in their faces She ial onlytoher (elf, 
for her Face will ſupply the want of ſewel in che Winter: if ſhe does 
but look upon the Por, its enough to make it boyl.: and ſhe needs not 
uſe any candle either day or night, the light of he Countenance is (© 
gloriaus. Wherefore ſhe is an utter enemy to all Chandlers, there's ng 
candle can Burn in her preſence, for the greater light alwayes puts 
our the leſſer : She burns daylight, lights a Torch to the Sun, and 
lerves ſor a Lanthora at Queens Colledg Gates inthe winter nights. 
She is the Comet or Blazing-Srar, which appears over againſt Queens 
Colledg; and ſometimes weuld ſeem to portend ſtrang things. but the 
alwayes prove falſe : or, ſht's the morning-ſtar,uir. Yeras, and loves 
to be in conjunction with Fup-it-berz and that's the reaſon ſome of her 
progeny are ſo Venereal. 

Her Face would make a fit Meddall in Copper, upon which for 
a Motto there ſhould he in Capicalls ingraved IMPUDENC 
Her eyes are two gogling ſparkling Globes, between which and her 
mouth there's a pretty ſpeckled painted jewel, from when ere 
daily flows a Cream - pot of Nectar. By her Omega's noſe, ſhe 
have been Related to the late Tyrant Oliver z and irs no great wonder 
to ſee ſuch a copper Noſe upon a brazen Face: oryby ſome other parts of 
her, ſhe ſhould have been related to the Hairy woman, I warrant one 
might get many a pound by ſhewing her naked at Market Towns 
and Fairs; for no man can cafily imagine there's ſuch a Monſter in 
Nature, unleſs he ſee ir. 

She can ſing, Dunk and Sober again, three or faur times à day: the 
Por and the Pipe are her ſole delight, and ſeeing ure ſweh 
loving companions, ſhe ſeldom parts t & is ſeldom without chem: 
For her mouth is a bottomleſs Pit, from whence the ſmoak continu- 
ally aſcends both day and night: and out of it withall, worſe then 
the Locuſts, Words ſharper thanArrows, a Tongue more ſharpe then 
a two edged Sword: And its alwayes wandring about the Town; 
its worie then a vipers, is like a ſharp Raſoy that cutteth deceirfolly, 
is ſet on Fire of Hell, and full of deadly Poiſon. It is nothing but 
2 burning Link, whoſc flames will kodfe upon all thing that come 
near it. 

Her Teeth ſhe borrowed of ſame Horſe or Elephant which had got 
the Rot, and therefore they will be gon out of Town ere long; her 
Nox 
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Noſe and her Chin intend to meer about ie: 

Her Chin is double like her Tongue; it is ſuch a maſs than if it were 
tryed, it would afford greaſe enough to make two or three pound of 
kitchin - ſtuff. L a 

But to conclude concerning her Face, it muſt be a pretious thing, for 
tis ſer ſo thick with Rubies and Car buncles, that it would dazle the 
eyes of an Eagle to behold it. 

Her Head ſtands upon a ſtately Pillar as white as the Reddeſt-Corall- 
And a little lower are two great boſſes made of leather bottles as 
big as Gagmag'g Hi'ls, ' from which there hang two tuch Labells or 
Teats as if the Devill had been ſacking the Witch. 

Her Bum is bigger than any barrel, which ſhe drags after her with a 
treat deal of gravity. As for her belly Icannor deſcrib that, hecau e I can- 
not come at it. ſor its covered with hairiwhich every year ſhe ſhaves off, 
enough to make forty Mer kin: & it is longer than ordinary, or elſe they 
are lyar t that have ſeen it. But leaſt I ſhould come too near her Copy- 
hold, Ile go up again to her Hands; for ſhe loves that Hands and Belly 
ſhould come together. She hath pretty little hands, which will ſerve 
her for \malln' ; but irs not much matter, for as it ſeems ſhe was made 
rather to be handled then to handle. To come a little nearer, Her 
Belly is a Butt, for all that come to ſhoot ar, (Cupid hath ofren ſnhot 
her wind and water) and they may have a foul (1 had almoſt 
ſaid a fair) mark, which they may eaſily hit iſ they plea'e: yet will 
— ſay they may cafily hit the the white, for ther s no ſuch thing 
there. 

Her Thighs are not much bigger than the Pillars in St. Maries 

Church; and her Leggs are proportionable, which makes her ſtand 

to her tacklings ſo well, even as ſhe would have others Stand to her. 

And now Iam come to her Foot, Tle trace out her good qualities, 

— are every whit agreable to the comely proportions oſ Her 
ſon. 

If you know the nature of the Devill, you know hers exactly; for 
all her ſtudy is catumny and ſſander, in which ſhe rakes more delight 
then in cating her daily bread. She would indeed do all other kinds 
of miſcheif if it were in her power; but the curſt Cow bath ſhort barns, 
And ſeeing ſhe hath no other Inſtrument then her tongue that ſtands 
her in much ſtead, ſhe puts that to the moſt uſe that may be, and lets 
it alwayes be ' wagging.

the Devill himſelf the Father of lyars cannot out ly her, though any 
man may eaſily over lye her when he pleaſes. It ſhould ſeem as if 
ſhe did it for awager; for ſhe tells rhe biggeſt and moſt —_ 
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ſhe can deviſe, and then lyes again in ſoi ſwearing them: So that her 
word and her oath are both alike ; ſor none that knows her will be- 
*Hieve her for either any farther then they can ſee her. It was never 
" known yet, that any that ever came near her hath eſcaped the laſh of 
her ſlandrous Tongue, which now in all peoples account is no ſlan- 
der. She's a perſect Flatrerer, and a ſecret Enemy: ſhe l faun upon 
you like a Spannel, and yer incleavour to cut your Throat. Oh! how 
ſhe hugs her ſelf when ſhe hath gotten ſomerhing that ſhe thinks is 
a ſlanderous report by the end She makes it her next buſineſle to 
ment it & blaze ir abroad : Or rather than fail, ſne l preſently raiſe 

a ſcandal upon any body; and when ſhe hath done, kneel down am 
1 bitter things upon her ſelſ, and -urrerly forſwear her words. 
O, the horred imprecations!cnough to make ſober people fear the hovſ. 
would come down upon their heads, or that the earth as weary of ſuch 

. a finfull burden, would open her mouth and ſwallow them up. But if 
all this will not ſerve, hut that ſhe muſt needs confeſs ſomthing, ſhe I turn 
Cat in the Par, and quite alter the ſtory: or if there be ſuch witneſs, that 
its 1mpoſſivle for her to evade any part of it, then ſhe cryes that ſhe 
ſpake it in her Ale, or in her Anger: but ſhe ſhall be made to ſuffer 
for it, when ſhe's Sober or not Angry. And when the laviſhneſs 
of her tongue hath brought her into ſome danger, ſhe can eaſily com- 
mand Crocolliles Teares, (with which ſhe would ſeem to waſh away 
the ſoulneſſe of her offence Jwhen ſhe hath moſt minde to devour you. 

The cheifeſt accuſations with which ſhe charges every one, is con- 
cerning their honeſty ; And che rcafon why ſhe ſo much miſdoubts o- 
thers, is becauſe She had never much her ſelſe. Her cheifeſt ſpite is a- 
gainſt all young women that live honeſtly ; for ſhe would fain have 
them like her ſelſ, that ſo they might — ſo much cauſe to com- 
plain of her. 

All men that are ſeen at any other houſe then hers, (though ne- 
vet ſo ſober or honeſt,) ſhall be preſently tearmed either Drunkards or 
Whore · maſtersʒbut in her houſe they may be both if they will. without 
offending her. And all young women in her opinion are Whores, ani ſhe 
will not ſtick ro ſay ſo but The verieſt Whore cr4es Whore firſt.She's an ugly 
ſnotty Whore her ſelf, and hath given many a ſnotry noſe to others; 
but more eſpecially ro Mr. E. who before he could make it clean, 
blowed out his life: And Mr. Price the Chirugion was fain alſo to 
doſe her with a Medicine to cool her Aquavite, The Daughter alſo 
begins to follow the Mothers ſteps pretty exa'tly: for She's of the 
Lenman breed, and right Lemm colour, which (what ever others 
think.) ſhe rakes to be no ſlain in her reputation. A ſew arguments 
will prevail;ſhe'l prove a windfall wirh the leait breath. I could name 
ſeveral that have done what they would with her upon the bed by rhe 
fire fide. She begins already ro weare the badges of her trade: its 
none of her gnodneſle that buds our ſo faſt, chat ſhe's fain to wear four 

or hve black Patches upon her face at once to cover the Scabs: the 
heat begins to fly up into herNoſe,which perhaps may bid her _ ere 
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long. I am ſure her extraction cannot any way intitle her to the Imi - 
tation of a gentle - woman; for ſhe was at firſt ſucked out of the Tap- 
hole, to which ſhe naturally returns like a Bitch ro her vomit, and like 
a Sow to her wallowing in the mire. But why ſhould I be ſo Satyri- 
call? Ihope for the future ſhe'l take heed of befpewing her filk 
Gown again: Her Mother gave hea ſound rattle for it, and cal 
led her Whore, and told her ſhe could fit all day at the Pot and the Pipe: 
and yet not commit uch a groſs abſurdity ſo viſibly. In a word, this 
young Landaprides would fain make her ſelf that which God nor Nature 
never intended; for if melred gicaſe upon turd-colour be handſome, 
then ſhe may be called Handſome : But if I were defired to give a 
Character of her, it ſhould be in ſhort, much to this purpoſe 3 She's 
a thing that ſometimes appeares in a filke Gown, with black pat- 
ches on her face, (marry come up here,) and would fain ſeem to be 
a Gentle-woman, but is indeed nothing but a Tagen thats newly 
ſprung ap our of the froth of a black pot; having  paſled once 
through her Mothers Alembick, is Chymically converted into the 
more ſalacious froth, Venus 3 ſo that I need not tell you what ſhe is 
in plain Engliſh, ſor her very extraction entitles her to levity, and the 
ſou neſs ofthe Subject I am now in handling induces me to brevity ( in- 
tending another time to give her a whole broad · ſile unleſſe ſhe mends 
her manners, ) that I may return to the buſineſs from whence I have 
made iome digreilion.

She ſent the poor man 
out of chis milerable world with fo great a pair of horns on his head, 
that probably he could hardly get to heaven; for the way thicher 
is aid to be but narrow, and therefore no horned beaſts re come there. 
Neither did it make much for her credit when her husband went half 
way to Bil and making a ſhorter return then ſhe expected, came home 

found another man in bed with her. She Capricorn'd his Cox- 
comb, and congratulated his return with a Chafing-diſh of Hornicom- 
buſtulared Metaphor s. But he told her, if ſhe uſed to play him ſuch 
leſſons on the Horn-Pipe, he would play to her on the Baggage-Pipe, 
and make her dance out of dores.

But alas poor woman, ſhe ſhould now be an object of my pitty, not 
upon whom I ſhould wreak my fury ; Wherefore I would willingly 
ipeake a good word'for her to help recover that credir which is loft :

Coat, her ſelf: and you hr not ro blame her, ſeeing fre 
cannot now ſo much as fhe to do, — her lf, and 
ler out her ſore· toomes ; e pecially not at ſo high a rare as when 0x- 
ford was beſeiged that was chen a g1 eat part of her liveliheod. But 
yer ſhe hachaevles tooth, the'l lap as much as two young kitlings if 
any man would give it her ſhell milk the Boll as well ever an old 
Cow in this Shire : She's never fariared 5 as you know the fire will 
devour all things, and burn them too, if they come there. I might com- 
mend her for a great linguiſt, for ſhe hath a double tongue, and and 28 
much language as would ſerve half a dozen womentand ſhe ſpeakes The 
Frenchas perfectly as any woman in Turnbull fircer. She would ſurely 
make a good Trumpeter,for ſhe hath a ſtrong breath: Neighbours, pray 
ou keep your dores and windows cloſe fhur, for when ſhe opens her 
ips, there comes forth a ſtench more noiſome then that of a Charnel! 
houle, the ſent of her rotten trunk is more inſechous then the peſty- 
lence. You may know where ſhe is before you fee her, for you ma 
imell her long before you come at her; but I think he that hat 
ſeen her once, ill never deſire to ſee her again. Thus when I go + 
bout ro commend her, I am apt by ſiſting a freſh, to find ſome other 
ſaults: Yer L might Gay ſhe's pleaſant and lghrſome 3 but * ay 
es 
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ſhe's light all: and I know ſhe's 8 ght enough in a double ſen e, but it 
ſerves only like an ignis jau to miſſead men running between the legs. 
Nay, if you knew all, you might think her a Witeh, becanic ſhe's bent 
alive: but father ſhe ſhould feem a Phanatick, becauſe ſhe's al - 
wayes led by the light within her; and therefore canſeldome erre, for 
for if ſhe doth bur follow her Noſe, ſhe follows Torch-lighr: or, for 
failing, her Eelly may terve for adaik Lanrhorn, for ſhe alwayes car- 
ries a pocky fire in it. She may be thought a Phariſce, ſor ſhe aftedts 
( more then becomes tap-wives) the higheſt ſcar in the Church: Nay, 
ſhe is ſo delighted in climing, that when ſhe's at home, ſhe't chme u 

ſomerimes ten Stories high, and like a Jugler alwayes preſent you wir 

falſe things inſtead of true. But what ever aur miſapprehe $ way 
be, ſhe'l be found at laſt to be a Fiſher : YetT am ſure ſhe's no Kings 
Fiſher 3 for when ſhe appeares, tis more the ſign of a Tempeſt then 
a Calm. Bur ſhe's a Fiſher of Men, ſhe catches tleſh far ofteneſt : and 
if chey have but half a Crown to pay fees, all is fiſh that comes to 
her Net. But what do I talk of? She'sa Planet, both a Decerver and a 
Wanderer, the Chat acter of a Whore 3 for her feet abide not in her 
own houſe. If you aſk What Planet, I anſwer ſhe's very Martial, fierce 
and full of contention: yea, ſhe ſhould be altogether Mars by that ru- 
bified beſpangled — her countenance: yet from ſome of 
her qualities I might tearm her Venus, but that ſhe's none of the For- 
runes, nor none of the faireſt, and is alwayes combuſt under the Sun · 


But for all this that hath been ſaid, I chink ſhe hath a better opinion 
of her ſelſe then others have of her; otherwiſe ſhe would never hye 
ſo ecure at open guard, and lay her ſelſe open to the world that all 
men may d what they will, but that ſhe deems her vertuous actions 
(though they be but few,) may redeem her credit (which is bur ſmall 

hich yet ſhe imagines novly ififfhed, becau e (wharloever 
Ae: actions be) ſhe thinks 221 has ſhe will becauſe ſhe hath 
alu aves a good colour for it. 

But now le make haſt, becauſe I begin to perceive in her ſome 
Sympromes of mortality: her good name is already buried before her; 1 
ſuppoſe her carkais will follow ere long, for ſhe ſtinks above ground. Yer 
rather then want aName,ſhe ſhall have a bad one, x ſhe ſhall be rebapriz- 
ed for itin Styx the black river of Hell, chat ſo the pitch that ſhall ſtick up 
on der bre · Nea. may de a worſt brandoſher Infamy then that of Cain s. 
She ſha!l be named Ale#:-Tyſiphme- Meg er a, ſor all the three Fui ies join- 
ed together make up bit one Mrs. Fiſher. A wiſp. a wiſp,and a cucking- 
ſtool for the Butter-whore : all the Huckſters ar Carfax and Oyſter-wo- 
men at Billings-gate cannot be heard fo far as ſhe by a quarter of a mile. 
She is not compoſed of the Four Elements like other creatures, ſhe 
owes her originall onely to fire and water; and they two meeting in 
one, may be the realon why the Thunder and Lightning come ſo 
oft from her Coaſts. The predominancy of the Sulphur is a ſufficient 
indication of the inequality of her compoſure, by which ſhe _—_— 
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tive long: nay, ſhe had never ſurvived hicherto, but that Atropor with 
2 dull knif vowed to give her many & fore ſcotch ere ſhe ſhould be pur 
our of her pain. But the ſtench of her corps doth ſo anoy me, that 
Tam now forced to foriake her. and leave her to the next ditch or dung- 
hill, having already according. to her own deſerts laid her open to 
the world. 

There's a great deal more behind, which I omit at preſent, being 
unwilling to defile any more clean paper with ſo foul a ſubjet. Tam 
only that I have ſo taken my ſare- well of the Univerſity, that 
I eannot be there preſent to give Verball teſtimony to what I have here 
wrieten. Bur all that know her, know all I have ſaid to be true, anda... 
great deal more,which you ſhall have next opportunity. 
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
